It 
has not aspired to the great arlieiti'cuir- 
al beauties with which Victoria has en- 
riched itself. It cannot jioint to such a 
magiiifici'Ut edilieo a.s tlie parliament 
house, in iiic cstiniatioii of many the' 
lia iidsoiiiesi liuildiiig in all Canada. It 
cannot even hoast in the same measuro 
of its chariuiugly pretty situation, al- 
though it enjoys one which is very bean 
tiful; iliiit N'aiicouver does convey til 
iiii[u-<>ssiiui of a city with a fiitiire. aiil 
desiiucd eri> long to become one of tlie 
chief trading centres to the Far lOast. 

Hiitish tlolumbia has already i<leniiiied 
ilM'lf with several industrii's which even 
now render it iiHlependent of the vast 
mineral riches that are being daily dis- 
covered. The province has ioun-,1 luio li 
of its wealth in the sea and in the won- 
derful forest land, and it is in the lat- 
ter respect that the Isl.-iml of N'aucoiiver 
holds so important a role. A logging 
camp is an interesting spectacle, not au- 
tmicheil with the pathetic, when one 
considers what destructicui a few min- 
utes' hard work I'lin eiicoiciiass. Chi^ 
mainus, a little settlement some miles up 
the Coast from N'ictoiia, represents <nie 
of the uKisl imiiortant lumbering com 
paiiies in the province.
